London, Jan. 1,— Correspondents of 
the Imparcal Heraldo and Correspond- 
encia of Madrid have received orders 
from their respective newspapers to re- 
tire from Havana to Porto Rico and 
there await further orders. The news- 
papers have taken thiB step in view of 
the prosecution commenced againat 
them for severely criticising tho Spanish 
administration in Cuba and their con- 
duct of the campaign against the in- 
surgents. 

Wales has become tho scene of a most 
interesting struggle of labor against the 
uttermost rights of property. Not de- 
terred by the victory of trade unionism 
over the London & Northwestern rail- 
way, Lord Peurhyn PettiBby shut down 
Mb slate quarries rather than, as he 
says, "establish a precedent for outBide 
interference with my private affairs." 
He lirst dismissed 71 men because they 
formed a committee to secure better 
conditions of labor, whereupon 2,700 
men left work. The board of trade, nn- 
"er the voluntary conciliation act, 
rdered mediation, but Lord Pemhyn 
eplined and closed the quarries, throw- 
ing 5,000 men out of work in the depths 
of winter. This defiance of parliament 
will lead to an attempt next session to 
pass a law compelling employers to ac- 
cept the mediations of tho government. 
The progress of public opinion on labor 
Questions is shown by the fact that Lord 
fenrhyn is almost without support in 
the press. The Chronicle has opened a 
fund for the defence of the right to com- 
bine. 

A special dispatch from Warsaw says 
a painful sensation htiB been caused 
thereby the alleged burying alive of a 
prominent society woman, the Countess 
Helen, who died December 25, and was 
interred the following day. Persistent 
rumors were circulated that tho Coun- 
tess was not dead, but merely in a state 
of catalepsy and the family In order to 
prove this statement baseless had tho 
body exhumed, when it was found it 
did not bear the appearance of a corpse 
nnd there was no sign of purification. 
The body was then removed to the fam- 
ily mansion, where it is being watched. 

E. T. Hooley, the millionaire who has 
attracted bo much attention by his re- 
cent purchases of country seats, has ap- 
peared in a new character, that of a pro- 
pounder of a great scheme for old ago 
pensions. He suggests that a fixed duty 
of five shillings ($1.25) per quarter be 
levied on imported wheat and the pro- 
ceeds be invested in a pension fund to 
provide all indigent persons above sixty 
years of age with a pension of fifteen 
shillings ($3.75) weekly. 

It is stated that the British admiralty 
intends to introduce a new class of tor- 
pedo destroyers of a minimum speed of 
33 knots. Twenty vessels, it seems, will 
bo ordered immediately of this class. 

Nearly 1,000,000 pounds ($5, 000,000) 
will bo expended in extending the dockB 
at Antwerp to meet the increasing de- 
mands of shipping at that port. The 
imports of the last decade have increas- 
ed a couple of million tons annually, and 
the minister of public works has decided 
to extend the quays 3,0000 feet south- 
ward and to make a channel 200 feet 
wide and 24 feet deep. 

Advices from Blantyre, a mission town 
in British South Africa, announce that 
the British force sent last month against 
the Adonis Zulus, under Chief Chikusi, 
who invaded South West Nyassaland 
and burned a British mission station, 
besides massacring the inhabitants of a 
number of villages, routed the Angonis 
with very heavy loss after some sharp 
lighting. Chief Chikusi was captured 
and hanged. Five men of the British 
force were wounded.

Havana, Jan. 4. — A Spanish column 
under Major Benedicto met the insur- 
gent band under Leaders Aranguren, 
Haul, Arango and Rufino Carcia near 
Campo Florido. The insurgents num- 
bered 2,000 and among them were seen 
200 negroes and men not known in that 
vicinity. A pursuit was immediately 
commenced by Major Benedicto and aev- 
eral engagements followed. A t the same 
time another column encountered the 
insurgents. Fighting was kept up for 
live hours. At Sacramento tho insur- 
gents left 38 killed with arms. The 
Spanish had an officer and M soldiers 
wounded. Insurgent Major Alderet, 
who landed with an expedition at San- 
chez, has arrived at Havana and held at 
the disposition of Uen. Weyler. 

London, Jan. 4. — The Madrid corres- 
pondent of the Times telegraphs: "The 
country is becoming impatient at tho 
unaccountable inactivity of the executive 
in Cuba, which is inexplicable consider- 
ing the favorable circumstances, the op- 
portune death of Maceo, the , complete 
breakdown of the attempt of American 
filibusters, aided by certain adventurous 
senators to urge the United States gov- 
ernment to adopt an urgent policy, con- 
sequent on the reaction of public opin- 
ion throughout Europe in favor of Spain. 
All of this points to one or two 
crying evilH: Either the home 
government is deplorably lack- 
ing in initiative or the military 
chiefs in Cuba are ineapablo and un- 
worthy of confidence. Perhaps there is 
a little of both. Anyway, public opin- 
ion is unanimous regarding the latter. 
Private advices reveal a state of mal- 
administration prevailing on tho island 



THE WAR EAGLE MINE 

Sold to Canadians— Big Deal by Its Owners 
—Customs Collections at Rossland. 

Rossland, Jan. 4.— (Special) —A tele- 
gram just received from Vice-President 
Finch, of tho War Eagle Co., says the 
deal with Mr, Goodeiham has not yet 
been closed. 

The Rossland Miner will say to-mor- 
row: " The War Eagle mine has been 
sold to Canadians. The mine ia in 
Bplendid condition, producing 125 tons 
of ore per day and is in shape to pay 
dividends of $50,000 a month for a long 
time to come without further develop- 
ment. It is, however, being further de- 
veloped, and tho winze from No. 2 tun- 
nel, which is of three compartment 
size, is down nearly twenty feet 
and is all in ore. This ore is 
not only a larger mass but of 
higher grade then any heretofore found 
in the mine. The mine was originally 
bonded, along with two-thirds of the 
Iron Mask and the whole of the Vir- 
ginia, for $17,000. It has since then paid 
$187,000 In dividends, and has now a 
large enough Bum in its treasury to 
pay another dividend. The ven- 
dors have made .$1,000,000 off 
a $17,000 investment, and still 
hold two-thirds of the Iron Mask, worth 
$200,000, and the whole of tho Virginia, 
worth $75,000, at the present market 
price of these two stocks. The Bale is 
not only the biggest ever put through in 
British Columbia in point of actual cash 
consideration, but it is the first time in 
the history of the province that a really 
big producing mine has been purchased 
by Canadians, and on this account as 
much as any other, the people of Ross- 
land are greatly pleased. 

The Miner was in error in announcing 
that a big strike of ore bad been made in 
the lower crosscut from the big tunnel 
of the Iron Mask. The information 
came, it says, from responsible source, but 
on investigation proved to be unfounded. 
The showing in the upper crosscut is 
immense, but the lower crosscut has not 
reached the vein, and will not for a few 
days yet, when there is little doubt, from 
the developments of the past week on 
the level above, that a great body of ore 
will be opened up.

DECLINE OF SEAL LIFE. 

Important Report by Expert St. Ejneger on 
Conditions in the Russian Islands. 

Washington, Jan, 4.— An important 
contribution on the Eeal question is the 
report compiled by Expert St. Ejneger, 
of the National Museum, on "Russian 
Fur Seal Islands," just published by the 
U.S. fish commissioner. Tho report is 
based on two investigations, one made 
during the palmiest dayB of the fur seal- 
ing indtiBtry and tho other when St. 
Ejneger was sent as a special attache of 
the commission to inquire into the re- 
cent decline in seals and compare the 
conditions of the last thirteen years. The 
report says the thirty mile zone stipu- 
lated by the Russo-British arrangement 
in 1870 has been found utterly valueless 
as a protective measrre against pelagic 
sealing. The three causes to which have 
been previously assigned the decline in 
seal life on the islands of Behring -sea 
and North Pacific ocean, are excessive 
driving of the male Beals, raids on rook- 
eries and pelagic senling. 

Tho report scouts the first two theories 
and places the whole blame upon pelagic 
sealing. The Commander island seal 
herd is being killed off now so rapidly 
that in a season or two it must become 
utterly unprofitable to bunt animals in 
tho open sea. These radical recom- 
mendations aro made: Total and abso- 
lute prohibition of pelagic sealing in tho 
North Pacific ocean and Behring sea at 
all seasons, for at least six years after 
tho time ; total prohibition at all seasons 
in Behring sea and tho Pacific oceai i west 
of 175 degrees east longitude and north 
52 degrees north latitude, or if preferable 
within a zone of 100 nautical miles from 
tho islands for one year; alter a time 
bachelor seals to bo taken on land but 
not later thou August 1. This scheme 
would involve supporting the natives fcr 
a year and the extermination of stag 
doga on Behring island.

General Meeting of Shareholders of 
the Home-Payne Syndi- 
cate. 



Bright Prospects at the Lanark 
Mine— Report on the Koote- 
nay Properties. 



(From the Canadian Gazette, Dec. 17.) 

A general meeting of the shareholders 
of thia company was held on Tuesday 
at Winchester House, Old Broad street, 
London, under the presidency of Mr.li.M. 
Home-Payne. The other directors pres- 
ent were: MeBsrs. J. Horne-Payne, Q.C., 
E. Nortb.all-La.urie, Henri Rosenheim, 
and Hon. Forbes G. Vernon. 

The chairman said in his speech that 
one of the matters of first importance 
that had occurred in their history had 
been the granting of their charter by the 
Legislature of British Columbia— a char- 
ter which confers important privileges, 
and enables them to take full advantage 
of the natural resources of the country, 
such as land, timber, mill sites and 
water power, and especially facilitated 
the economical working of their enter- 
prise. Early in the year lie was asked 
by the board to spend some time in 
British Columbia to assist in the work 
of organizing the company and putting 
it on a good permanent business 
basis. One of their first cares 
was to secure a mining en- 
gineer of experience and reputation, 
and they were particularly fortunate in 
being able to do this in the person of 
Mr. Robert Jamieson, a gentleman of 
thirtv years' experience in mining. 
Early in the spring the board came to 
the conclusion that it would be in the 
interests of the company to especially 
devote their enterprise and energies to 
secure as much of the wealth of the de- 
veloped section as they could before 
others forestalled them. With this view 
they postponed investigating and de- 
veloping the interests they had secured 
in the far Cariboo and other remote dis- 
tricts, and centralised their efforts on the 
Kootenay. In West Kootenay, the 
presence of railways and steamboats had 
made mining comparatively cheap, and 
they were able to get results and to 
realise their ore without calling upon 
their own resources to any large extent 
so create a means of transport. This 
policy enabled them tocome before them 
with several properties on the verge 
of production, others well on 
the way to being developed, 
and with more than half their 
capital still in the bank, and to tell them 
that thev had every reason to hope and 
believe "that early in the coming spring 
thev would be able to show weekly re- 
turns and good profits. Their working 
organization wbb now complete, and he 
reminded them that, whilst primarily a 
mining company, they were also an ex- 
ploration company, and as such had 
quite a number of profitable bye-pro- 
ducts to look after, such as town sites, 
timber limits, water powers, mill sites 
and roads. 

They had eighty-one claims, and 
among them two groups forming well 
developed mines, one good mine com- 
posed of onlv one claim, and three groups 
which were" rapidly coming well to the 
front. The Lanark group was situated 
at the little town of Laurie on the main 
line of the Canadian Pacific railway, and 
consisted of some six claims. Nearly all 
the development work at present was on 
the Lanark claim proper, although a 
good body of ore was visible above the 
Lanark on the Maplo Leaf, which their 
chief engineer was very shortly going to 
commence to develop, and in the in- 
terior of the fnountain on the lower level 
a good portion of the ore is in the Red 
Pox. Mr. Jamieson said in his report 
that they might safely calculate on hav- 
ing 57,000 tons of ore clearly blocked out 
and immediately available. That 
was before the ore body had 
been proved between the 270 and 
the 400 feet level. Mr. Jamieson 
to-day would, he believed, tell them that 
there was not less now than 100,000 tons 
visible. The ore itself was a solid, 
heavy, sparkling galena, formed in large 
cubes, containing a very large percentage 
of mineral, much of it so malleable that 
you could easily take shavings oil' it with 
an ordinary pocket-knife. As it became 
apparent that the ore body spread into 
the neighboring claims of the Maple 
Leaf and the Oak Leaf, they bought 
these claims. To realize the ore, Mr. 
Jamieson advised them to erect an aerial 
tramway from the mine to the railway, 
and a concentrator to separate the galena 
proper from the surrounding rock and 
gangue, without which it is impossible 
to get it down. Their chief engineer es- 
timated that theamountof gangue which 
must unavoidably come down with the 
galena would not exceed three to one, 
and therefore they anticipate getting SO 
tons of concentrates regularly per day, 
year in and year out. When in full 
working order! they should be able to 
make a daily output of between 90 and 
100 tons of concentrates. These concen- 
trates had, by repeated milling tests, 
shown an average value of $80 per ton, 
and he thought they were quite safe in 
estimating a net profit of not less than 
.£10 per ton. This mine should, there- 
fore, give from the very outset, and from 
a date now fast approaching, a regular 
daily profit of about £500, and they had 
enough ore in sight to guarantee the 
output fur several years to come. (li"-r. 
hear.) 

The Citv of Spokane mine was prac- 
tically a full-sized mineral claim, situ- 
ated right in the centre of the main or 
north mineral belt of the celebrated 
Rossland district, and was only four 
claims removed from the well known Lo 
Roi and War Eagle ; and between them 
and other paying and constantly im- 
proving properties. They had four clear, 
well defined veins running throughout 
their property almost parallel, which 
could now practically bo traced straight 
from Le Roi and War Eagle, through 
the Centre Star and the Iron Mask, both 
proved mines, into their own, and out of 
their own again beyond them. Their 
present works disclosed in these veins 
very large ore bodies. Thoy next had 
the Alpha group, and this, though one 
of their most recent acquisitions, gavo 
promise of being the bonanza. Since 
bonding they had further staked out 
three full-sized claims and throe small 
fractions. The vein ran through a 
mountain from the point where it was 
lirat located on the Broadview chum, 



through its entire length and through 
the length of the neighboring Old Sonoma 
claim well into the Phillipsburg— a 
distance all told of some 4,000 feet, the 
outcropping continuously traceable 
throughout the whole distance. It had 
been opened in three places by three 
shafts, which demonstrated its continuity 
throughout — in character as well aB in 
size. The chief engineer reported that one 
vein waa from 45 feet to GO feet wide, 
and that 20 feet or 25 feet of this was 
rich in grey copper and galena. They 
had received a "cablegram from him stat- 
ing that the shaft had reached a depth 
of 100 feet from the bottom of the open 
cut, or 105 feet from the surface outcrop- 
ping ; that it was in ore all the way, and 
that he had done 320 feet of cross-cutting 
still in ore, which gave at least 5000 tons 
immediately available, with an average 
value of }60 per ton. Work would pro- 
ceed throughout this winter vigorously, 
and though they could not hope until 
next spring to put in, a needed aerial 
tramway of about a mile in length, they 
did hope to be able to bring out vory 
shortly a considerable number of tons 
per week, and to realise therefrom a very 
considerable profit. The vein consisted 
of rich ore of grey copper on 
the footwall for 2>r; feet, and ga- 
lena on the hanging wall some 5 or 
G feet, the intermediate ore being com- 
posed of galena and. grey copper inter- 
mixed in various quantities, and dimin- 
ishing in value towardH the contre. 
Considerable milling testa had been 
made with all portions of the vein sep- 
arately. These showed that the pure 
grey copper contains about one oz. of 
gold, 125 to 130 oz. of silver, >and about 
10 per cent, of copper, giving a net yield 
of $120 to $140 per ton. The galena ran 
from 50 to 100 oz. of silver, and from 55 
to 70 per cent, lead, giving an average 
value of about $S5 per ton. The inter- 
mediate mixture gave results from if 40 
!?S0 per ton, while the results of their 
tests of the whole vein mass gave a yield 
of about $60 per ton. Mr. Jamieson, in 
words which were endorsed by their 
managing director, who had had large 
experience in Pacific Coast mining, and 
by everyone who had yet seen the pro- 
perty, said: " I have no hesitation in 
pronouncing this (the Alpha) one of the 
greatest among the many recent big 
untie in different parts of British Colum- 
bia." (Hear, hear.) 

Ho now passed to the second category 
of properties— those on which a good 
deal of development work had been done, 
and which showed excellent proapectB, 
but which they could not yet place in 
the category of practically proven mines. 
Among these he names the Sunshine 
group, also in the Lardeau district, and 
about seven miles away from the Alpha, 
on the opposite side of the Lardeau val- 
ley. The vein here had been proved to 
be well in place, though of a compara- 
tively smaller size. There was in all 
about nine feet of ore, which gave re- 
sults rather higher than those of the 
Alpha, and led Mr. Jamieson to say that 
they might anticipate a net profit of be- 
tween $00 and .$80 per ton. These re- 
marks alike applied very largely to the 
Isabella and the Aaron groups. Of the 
Apache group they could only Bay that 
there were good prospects. On the 
North Star, Rossland, they had done up 
to the Dresent no work at all ; they 
bought it exceedingly cheap, and had 
declined to consider over three times as 
much as they paid for it. 

The list he had now gone through com- 
prised thirty out of eighty-one claims in 
which they were interested. The bal- 
ance of fiftv-one were situated in various 
partB of the country, and had all been 
selected as being excellent prospects, on 
which the preliminary assessment work 
had shown up mineral bodies in a suffi- 
cient degree to justify them in acquiring 
optionB on some of them ; whereas many 
others had been staked by their pros- 
pectors on their own account, and conse- 
quently cost them next to nothing. The 
majority of them, almost without excep- 
tion, were gold-bearing properties, as 
they thought, of promise. The excep- 
tions were a group of cinnabar or quick- 
silver properties, located for them by 
one of their own prospectors. They were 
immediately adjoined by the properties 
of the Savonas Cinnabar Mining Com- 
pany, and they were awaiting the results 
of the extensive development work now 
being carried on by the company. He 
understood that bo an elaborate process 
of diamond drill tests they had proved 
the existence in their property of a very 
largo number of tons of good-paying 
quicksilver ore, and they had recently 
put in construction and, he believed, 
nearly finished a large plant capable of 
retorting 150 flasks of quicksilver a duo. 

In conclusion, he would say that he 
believed that Bi itish Columbia in the 
next twelve months would claim a place 
in the list of the richest gold-producing 
countries of the world. Ho believed the 
Dominion would amply reap the reward 
of liberality and patriotism in helping 
the Canadian Pacific to go through the 
Crow's Nest Pass, inasmuch as they 
would open up the great well-known 
and proved coal fields in that pass. He 
also noted with satisfaction the progress 
of the fast Atlantic and Pacific cable 
movements, and in moving the adoption 
of the report expressed the hope that 
when next ho addressed them he would 
be able to ask them to vote themselves a 
substantial dividend, if, indeed, they did 
not previously receive an interim taste 
of the good things to come. (Cheers.) 

Mr. Rosenheim, a French director, in 
seconding the adoption of the report, 
bore testimony to the zeal which the 
chairman had shown in the business of 
the company during the year, and ex- 
pressed satisfaction at the good work ac- 
complished. The ore in sight at the 
Lanark property, which was only a small 
asset of the company, represented, at a 
profit of C10 per ton, more than the share 
capital of the company. (Cheers.) The 
ore in Bight at the Broadviow claim re- 
presented at least a value of £60,000. 
The eighty-one claims — all of which thoy 
owned out-and-out— were equal in size 
to more than 3,000 claims of the Trans- 
vaal Republic. Ho confidently hoped 
that next year would put them in the 
position of paying regular dividends. 
(Cheers.) 

The motion having been carried unani- 
mously. 

Mr. Vernon moved, and Mr. Northall- 
Laurio seconded, the confirmation of the 
appointment of Messrs. J. Horne-Payne, 
Q.C., J. A. Mara and \V. Parroll, to fill 
the vacancies caused by the resignations 
of Mr. C. T. Dunbar, A. E. McPhillips 
and '3aron Machiels of Paris, which was 
unanimously adopted. 

Mr. II. M. Horne-Payne and Mr. Nor? 
thai! Laurie were re-elected as directors, 
and Mr. H. T. McAuliffe as auditor, at a 
fee of fifty guineas, and the proceedings 
closed with votes of thanks to the chair- 
man and directors and staff in British 
Columbia. 



U. S. MINERAL PRODUCTS. 

Interesting Figures Regarding the Different 
Outputs During the Year 
Just Closed. 

NkwYohk, Jan. 2.— The Engineering 
and Mining Journal contains statistics 
of the mineral product of the United 
States during 189G. The production for 
1896 is given with a total value of $653,- 
311,468, showing a decrease as compared 
with 1805 of $24,689,266, or about 3}.< per 
cent. This decrease was largely in 
values, rather than in quantities. " The 
total production of moial in 1896 was 
valued at $242,311,481, an increase of 
$1,694,111 over the previous year, while 
the value of non-metallic substance was 
.$-110,909,9S7, a decrease of $26,383,- 
377 .from 1895. A largo part of 
this was duo to the lower values of 
coal, stone and a few other important 
substances, very little resulting from the 
smaller quantities. The production of 
aluminum shows an increase of 400,000 
pounds over that of 1895, the total for 
the year being 1,300,000 pounds. The 
production continues in the hands of a 
singlo company, the Pittsburgh Reduc- 
tion Company. An increase of about 100 
tons ia reported in tho production of an- 
timony, which came wholly from Cali- 
fornia. In copper the total gains 
amounted to 07,763,150 pounds. It was 
more than absorbed by the extraordinary 
exports for the year, which are the 
largest on record. 

Tho gold production of the United 
States in 1890 reached the total of $57,- 
000,000, a gain over 1895 of no less than 
.$ 10,109,SOO. This extraordinary advance 
which far surpasses the gain reported 
from any other country in the world, 
puts the" United StateB in the lead of 
the gold producing countries. Our out- 
put of gold was no less than 26 per cent, 
of the total output by the entire world. 

Tho production of pig iron has been 
in 1S96, 8,70S,S09 long tons. The de- 
gression in business which made itself 
manifest in the latter part of the year, 
has had less effect than had been antici- 
pated, tho decrease from 1S95 beinw 
only 677,439 tons, or about 7 per cent. 

The production of lead from the 
domestic ores in 1S96 amounted to 175,- 
717 short tons, an increase of 20.SG3 tons 
over the preceding year. In addition to 
this there were 79,000 tons produced 
from imported ores, or refined lrom im- 
ported bullion. 

The quicksilver output for 1896 was 
33,012 flasks of 76'.. pounds each, show- 
ing decrease of 93(5 flaska from the pre- 
vious year. The production continues 
to come wholly from the California 
iniriea, no new deposit having been de- 
veloped to the producing point during 
the year. 

The production of silver from domestic 
ores reached a total of 45,465,175 fine 
ounces, a decrease from that of 1S95 
amounting to 865,062 ounces only. There 
were also produced or refined from 
foreign ores and bullion bv United 
StateB smelters no lesB than 40,000,000 
line ounces of silver, making a total 
quantity refined or put in final market- 
able form in this country S5,465,173 fine 
ounces. Of the silver obtained from 
foreign ores, it ia estimated that 38, 000,- 
000 ounces came from Mexican ores and 
bullion and 2,000,000 ounces from 
materials brqught from Canada, chiefly 
British Columbia. 

The total production of spelter for 
commerce for the year 1890 amounted to 
77.0S-1 short tons, a decrease of 4,070 tons 
from that of 1895. 

The increase in coal was not large. 
The output in 1S96 was 141,770,099 tons, 
again over '1S95 of 4,371,752 tons. On 
the other hand there wai a decrease of 
6,782,057 short tons in the anthracite 
production, this amount being greater 
than the gain in bituminous. The total 
coal production was therefore 193,351,027 
short tons, and the total decrease, as 
compared with 1895, was 2,410,305 short 
tons. The production of coke showed a 
gain of 4-15,276 tons, chiefly due to the 
activity of the iron and steel trade in 
the earlier part of the year.

Nanaimo's Drowning- Accident— Min- 
ing Development in Cariboo 
and the Kooteuay. 



(Special to the Colonist.) 
VANCOUVER. 

Vancouver, Jan. 4.— A man named 
A. 0. Green registered at Gold house 
two weeks ago from Liverpool. He was 
well dressed, well educated and a civil 
engineer. He disappeared yesterday 
morning, and on his door being forced 
open to-day was found dead in bed. 
Suicide or "heart disease is supposed to 
have been the cause. An inquest will be 
held. 

The governments of Honduras, Nica- 
ragua and San Salvador, joined under 
the name of the Greater Republic of 
Central America, have appointed P. M. 
Morris, of Vancouver, as their repre- 
sentative for all Canada. 

Evangelist Meikle, pastor of the First 
Presbyterian church in this city, has 
startled the church-going world by a de- 
nunciation of card playing and dancing. 
He chose this subject for an address de 
livered beforte the Young Men's Chris 
tian Association, and took the opportu 
nity of denouncing as hypocrites all who 
indulged, even in the privacy of their 
homes, in either of these pastimes. 
Quoting the Apostle Paul, the lecturer 
culled on his hearers " to avoid all ap- 
pearance of evil," stating that the very 
sight of a person handling the pasteboard 
tools of the evil one was to impress 
an observer with the idea that the 
player was lost to all moral concep- 
tion of the enormity of the sin commit- 
ted. As to dancing Mr. Meikle was 
even still more severe, denouncing it as 
incompatible with any idea of a Chris- 
tian life, and stating that men and 
■women who danced had assured him 
that if they became Christians they 
■would feel compelled to abandon the 
practice. Mr. Meikle has on previous 
occasions denounced from the pulpit 
and the platform many of the forms of 
recreation customary even with members 
of the church where he is now stationed. 
The great Sunday afternoon promenade 
of all classes of residents at Stanley 
Park came in for a share of his 
attention. Mr. Meikle has recently 
published a circular letter to his 
friends in the East calling for financial 
help to assist him in his evangelistic 
work, and incidentally stating that an 
aggressive Christian propaganda has 
been utterly neglected in the province. 
This has aroused the ire of the clergy- 
man and ministers of other denomina- 
tions who claim to have been doing good 
work in the cities and country districts 
for years before the advent of Mr. Mei- 
kle, and who consider his statements a 
direct reflection upon themselves. Much 
interest has been aroused in the city by 
the attitude adopted by the evangelist. 

A Portland firm haB made a definite 
offer to build a smelter costing $400,000, 
provided they get a bonus from the city 
of $150,000. 'i'lie smelter would have 
three stacks of 100 tons each. They 
would employ 150 men. The C. P. It. 
offered them a ?(i rate from Kooteuay, 
The ordinary smelting charges would be 
$-1, at which rate they could profitably 
treat $10 ore. The site would be near 
English Bay. A large trade was ex- 
pected from South America, Asia and 
Africa, as ships would be able to c.trry 
ore for ballast. A by-law will probably 
be submitted to the people. The coun- 
cil think the bonus too large, and would 
rather pay a honua on the quantity of 
ore actually treated. 

Ab the time for the civic elections ap- 
proaches municipal politics are coming 
to the front. The electors of Ward 4 
held a mass meeting at the market ball 
on Saturday night. Besides the nomin- 
ees for aldermen of the municipal league 
of this ward, William Templeton and 
Aid. Banlioid, mayoralty candidates, had 
their first passage at arms. 

The MtDowell-Atkins-Watson Com- 
pany bave purchased the Morrow drug 
store, Mount Pleasant, which makes the 
fourth drug store owned by this firm in 
the city. 

A shack on the C.P.R. tracks near the 
Hudson's Bay warehouses, was burnt 
down last night. The shack was tieed 
for storing the trainmen's tools, etc. 

Mr. Justice McColl was banqueted by 
the bar of Vancouver at the Merchants' 
Exchange last night. Mr. C. Wilson, 
Q.O., presided. Twenty-five of the legal 
fraternity were present. 

The annual meeting of the Mainland 
Teachers' Institute was held on Monday 
in Westminster. 

A Chinaman employed by Mr. Allang- 
hara, of the C. P. U. Telegraph Co. staff, 
was held up by two m ined men yester- 
day morning and $0.25 taken from him. 
From his description of the actions of 
the robbers they were amateurs, who 
had taken their cue from the profes- 
sionals, now thought to be either in jail 
or driven out of the city limits. 

There has been some revival in the 
stock market in the past few days. 
Golden Cache iB stiffening considerably, 
owing to outside demand, and Atha- 
basca is coming forward as a favorite. 
Mr. Neelands, superintendent of the 
Athabuska claims, has just arrived in 
the city from the Nelson mining dis- 
trict, where the claims are situated, and 
his favorable report has caused an 
activity in the demand for this stock. 
Mountain Rose, Albemi, was advertised 
recently for four cents, owing to the fact 
that some of the holders of big blocks 
of Btock carelessly threw them on the 
limited Vancouver market. 

The Occidental Mine Co. have placed 
a limited amount of stock on the market 
at 10 cents, sufficient to prove their ex- 
ceedingly promising mine. It is Baid by 
thoBe who have recently arrived from 
Fairview that the Occidental claims are 
among the most promising in the camp, 
The Mayflower has two ledges. In the 
east ledge the shaft is down 50 feet and 
the ore body is two and a half to three 
feet wide. The west ledge, 200 feet dis- 
tant, contains an ore body of five or six 
feet in width. The shaft is down 25 
feet. Four tons of ore have been taken 
from this mine, the smelter returns being 
$02. The Occidental has a five feet vein 
with the walls well defined. The shaft 
is down 80 feet. The ledge of the Boot- 
black is fully 05 feet wide, the vein 
being live feet. The character of the ore 
of ah the claims is quartz currying free 



gold galena, iron and copper pyrites. 
Rich copper deposits have been found 
near the Capilanoand on the North Arm 
of Burrard Inlet. The Albion company's 
claim on Bowan island will be worked 
all winter. The promoters informed a 
Coloni3t reporter that the company had 
some thirteen claims, and that they 
would be worked all winter ns they were 
determined to prove the value_ of their 
properties at the earliest possible date. 
They knew they had a good proposition 
but how good they were determined as 
nearly as possible to find out. It will 
cost less than $10 a ton to realize on the 
ore. 

NANAIMO. 

Nan-jumo, Jan. 4. — There has been a 
regular chapter of petty burglaries in the 
city since New Year's Eve, and the 
police are being kept busy looking after 
them. 

The search party which left on the 
steamer Esperanza on Friday morning 
to hunt for James Jameson, who left 
Nanaimo rowing for Gabriola Island on 
Tuesday afternoon, has returned with 
the sail, one oar and the rudder of 
Jameson's boat, these articles having 
been picked up along the shore of the 
island. The eail was furled, bo that it is 
impossible Mr. Jameson was upset, and 
it iB thought that he was taken with 
heart syncope while in the boat. 

Mr, M, Bray, local meteorological ob- 
server, furnished the following record 
for the year 1800: Total rainfall, 44.05 
incliCB : total snowfall, 52 indies. 

The opera house on New Year's eve 
was most extensively and tastefully dec- 
orated for the ladies' ball. Foster's or- 
chestra fulfilled the musical duties of 
the evening and a happy and fashionable 
gathering of nearly sixty couples enthu- 
siastically danced the old year out and 
the new year in. 

During December there were 21 births, 
8 marriages and 7 deaths registered from 
this district. 

In this mining district during Decem- 
ber 42 claims were recorded from the 
following mine districts: Texada island, 
25; Dunsmuir district, 10; Valdez 
island, 2; Cameron district 1; Gilford 
island, 1 ; Thurlow island, 1; Lasqueti 
island, 1.

$100.04, total $4,298.30; imports dutiable 
$13,485, imports free $900, total $22,317. 
The revenue collected during November 
was $3,401.10, which shows a consider- 
able increase for December. The dutiable 
imports also increased during Decem- 
ber, but the imports coming in free, 
which were over $11,000 in November 
were only $900 last month. 

CARIBOO. 
(From the B. C. Mining Journal,) 

Mr. Mitchell, the expert in charge of 
the work on the Bonaparte, 10 miles 
from Ashcroft, says the outlook is good 
for valuable quartz mines in that sec- 
tion. Several tmall ledges carrying well 
in silver have been found, and where 
the crosscut tunnel is in a few hundred 
feet Mr. Mitchell looks for a valuable 
strike. While there is yet no certainty 
of sufficient quantities of ore of the class 
found to make it profitable to work, Mr. 
Mitchell says there is a good enough 
showing to justify the expenditure of at 
least.a few thousand dollars in prospect- 
ing. A year may bring about a remark- 
able change on the Bonaparte. 

Fitzpatrick & Shuler are negotiating a 
bond on their Highland Valley quartz 
claims. Eor the amount of work done 
good results are shown, and next season 
will see many men prospecting in that 
section and through towards Kamloops. 
Copper ore assaying as high as 3S per 
cent, has been brought in. 

F. T. Hamshaw, who came down from 
Barkerville on Tuesday, left the same 
evening for Chicago to meet parties in- 
terested with him in mining claims on 
Summit creek, fifteen miles from Bar- 
kerville— the Van Winkle group of 
claims. These properties will be opened 
up extensively and hydraulicked next 
season. 

Considerable improvements will be 
begun at the C.P.R. station hero short- 
ly. The present quarters have been 
found to be too crowded. The present 
station rooms will be changed and a 
baggage room erected. The receipts at 
Ashcroft station are second on the Paci- 
fic division, Vancouver alone being 
ahead of it. 

A portion of the Kurtz and Lane 
ground has been sold by Messrs. Laird 
and Bowron and work in the deep chan- 
nel will bo pushed this season. It is re- 
ported that the price paid was $S,000 ; if 
it can be worked successfully it is worth 
a hundred times that amount. 

NEW DENVER. 
(From the Ledge.) 

The Panama and Iron Faith, two pro- 
mising claims on Ten-Mile creek, and 
about three miles from the Enterprise 
wagon road, have been bonded to D. G. 
Stewart, of Vancouver, for $15,000. The 
lead runs across both claims. 

The first rawhiding for Slocan city 
commenced last week. Mullen, the 
packer, is now drawing in the ore from 
the Two Friends on the rawhides. The 
other claims on Springer will soon follow 
suit. 

The Rambler is making a name for 
itself as a shipper. Already live car- 
loads of ore have been shipped from this 
property, and in a few days a shipment 
of two more carloads will be made. 

It is said that R. C. Campbell John- 
ston, acting on behalf of a Scotch syndi- 
cate, has bonded the St. Paul and Snow- 
storm, extensions of the Arlington. 

Assavs from the tailings of the Slocan 
Star concentrator show aB high as 22 
ounces in silver to the ton. 

McNicholl it Sorelle report that they 
have struck a fine ledge on the North 
Exchange after driving a 00 foot tunnel.

THE BUSINESS SITUATION. 

At this season, more especially ag we 
are entering upon what so many predict 
to bo a new and enlarged era of develop- 
" mcnt for the Province, it will be of in- 
terest to review the present business 
situation, with reference to the year 
just closed and the prospects for the near 
future. In our regular New Year's 
edition in which a supplements devoted 
to a review of the Province for 1896, con- 
taining statistics of trade and commerce, 
and facts indicating the progress of that 
period, the data supplied were decidedly 
encouraging to those who have been look- 
ing forward to a return of prosperity. 

J.t is natural to look for hopeful signs 
and to be sanguine for tho future even 
■where the encouragement is but slight, 
or lacking in actual fact. Ever since the 
late depression set In the busi- 
ness community has, at the begin- 
ning of each year, hoped that that year 
-would turn the .scale in its favor, only, 
we regret to say, to Buffer disappoint- 
ment. The actual volume of trade was 
well maintained throughout, but condi- 
tions continued to be discouraging and 
bad. 

Now, however, we may fairly say that 
the record of the past year places it be- 
yond doubt that times have 
improved. The returns we have 
published show a healthy expansion oJ 
business ; but, in addition to and more 
important than that, the tone pervading 
the commercial community is buoyant 
and Btrong. Wholesale men, tho state 
of whose business is a safe barometrical 
i;uido, report that the volume of transac- 
tions has not only increased, but that 
the character of trade is better and the 
method of doing it greatly improved. 
Accounts have been reduced to a thirty 
and sixty day basis, and collections are 
Xirompt. From the standpoint of proflt 
and permanency the latter considera- 
tions are much more important than in- 
creased volume, but when wo find both 
conditions existing our satisfaction is 
greatly enhanced. 

The retail trade in every instance has 
not had the same satisfactory experi- 
ences, but these are sure to follow, pro- 
vided credit is properly restricted and 
business is kept within the limits of 
legitimate demand. The tendency among 
retailers is always in the direction' of too 
much book-keeping, overstocking and 
extreme competition. The Province as 
a whole, and Victoria in particular, has 
suffered in all these respects. 

With regard to the industries of tho 
Province, and we refer more particularly 
to manufacturing establishments, we 
cannot speak with the same cer- 
tainty as concerning the wholesale 
trade, but from inquiries we find 
that demand is better and prospects are 
decidedly improving. In fact, the con- 
ditions which have affected wholesale 
trade have reacted favorably on our in- 
dustrial interests. 

One important fact is to be noted, that 
the increase of trade noticeable, so 
far aa it can be attributed to a specific 
cause or referred to a particular locality, 
baB arisen largely out of mining develop- 
ment directly or indirectly, and those 
firms which have taken advantage of, 
and sought for trade in, the channels 
thus opened up have been those mo3t 
largely benefited. This is significant of 
the prospective results of the mining in- 
dustry, as it assumes tho anticipated 
proportions, and emphasizes more 
strongly than can be expressed in words 
r.he great necessity for augmenting tho 
facilities of communication with the 
mining districts. 
The other large industries have had 



varying fortunes. Coal mining has suf- 
fered severely owing to the low freight 
rates, which stagnated the San Francisco 
market; but this is a condition likely to 
improve materially on account of the 
foreign demand for wheat. The lumber 
trade has not been as healthy aa could 
have been desired, but it has improved, 
aud, we believe, is on a much better 
basis, with prospects of continued im- 
provement. 

Salmon canning has experienced good 
sales and a large pack. Apprehension, 
however, is felt in some quarters on ac- 
count of the prospect of overloading the 
Old Country market with the recent 
season's pack and the new canneries 
starting into operation and under way. 
To what extent these fears are well 
founded we are unable to say. 

It has been a decidedly bad year for 
sealing, both as to the number of seals 
caught and the price of skins. The 
future of this industry, aB it appears at 
the present time, is not of the brightest. 
The increased restrictions under tho 
Paris Regulations, and the probable do- 
crease in the herds, render the BticcesB 
of future operations doubtful, In the 
event of the industry being " extin- 
guished," it may be possible that not 
a few of the schooners here, which In.ve 
been a source of great profit to this city, 
and to tho Province at large, may 
bo utilized for deep sea fishing, but 
that is' extremely problematical, if not 
out of the question. 

Perhaps ono of the most gratifying 
features of the past year has been the 
succesB of the farming community, After 
a series of years of ill luck, either iu the 
way of poor crops or low prices, or from 
other causes, there has been a bountiful 
crop, and during the latter part of the 
year a good demand, at good prices for 
spot cash. We are informed that farm- 
ers have never succeeded so weli in dis- 
posing of their produce so early iu the 
year. Agriculture is now beginning to 
assume that importance in British Col- 
umbia which makes the bdcccss or fail- 
ure of a season's crop felt as an influence 
in trade. Heretofore it haa never been 
counted unon as a fac'or as in other pro- 
vinces where farming is a staple and a 
stable industry. There is, perhaps, no 
more encouraging indication of progress 
than this, because despite the discour- 
agements and disappointments of 
the past there, is room for a large 
constituency of farmers in British Co- 
lumbia and the capabilities of its farm- 
ing hinds under cultivation are sufficient 
to meet the demands of home consump- 
tion for all time to come, and probably 
afford a surplus as well. Looking, there- 
fore, at the situation aa a whole from a 
purely business point of view, the record 
of 1896 has been moBt encouraging, and 
tho outlook for the future is hopeful to a 
degree which should inspire confidence 
generally and stimulate every business 
man to exert his beat energies during 
the year upon which we have juBt en- 
tered—a year which, let us hope, will be 
aa fruitful in results aa it gives promise 
in the bloom of anticipation, 



which he had not the influence ,or perhaps 
the aptitude to get among his own 
friends in his own country. While 
there wero so many miscoticeptionn 
about Canada in the Mother Country it 
is rather a matter of wonder that so 
many immigrants should have succeed- 
ed than that a few, overpowered by 
difficulties they were not prepared to 
meet, Bhould have given up the struggle 
to maintain a respectable existence and 
live amid surroundings they havo neither 
the means nor the energy to render suit- 
able either to their education or their 
former station in life. But in future no 
one in England need he without tho 
fullest knowledge of the life they 
will havo to lead in the col- 
onies, for it is announced 
that the Imperial Institute haa made 
arrangements for the delivery in London 
of courses of free, popular lec- 
tures on the Colonies, adapted more 
particularly to the working chiEses. 
The lectures aro to be descriptive of 
the colonies, and especially of those to 
which emigration seems desirable. They 
will be delivered by lecturers who have 
intimate personal knowledge of particu 
lar colonies, and will afford information as 
to theclimate, conditions of life, coatof liv 
ing, rates of wages, natural resources and 
requirements of each colony, indicating 
where openings exist for extended col- 
onization and immigration. The first 
courso will comprise four illustrated lec- 
tures on Canada, by qualified authorities 
on tho subject of tho Dominion's re- 
sources. That these lectures. will be of 
great benefit both to Canada and to in- 
tending investors and emigrants in Eng- 
land, there can be no doubt.

THE B. C. SOUTHERN. 

With respect to the remarks of the 
Times last evening on the subject of the 
land grant to the B. O. Southern, it is 
simply necessary to say that what the 
Colonist stated was absolutely correct. 
It was never intended that the Act of 
1894 should carry the land subsidy to the 
coast, nor was it so understood. Of 
course the Times makes the most 
of a statement which was the 
result of a misapprehension, 
of not the intent but the letter of the 
law. If it had been known and under- 
stood that the Act as passed gave aright 
to a land subsidy of 15,000,000 acres, 
how was it that the Legislature gave to 
the Columbia & Western land which 
was included in the grant and belonged 
to the B. C. Southern until it wns for- 
feited? The question was not then 
raised, as it assuredly would have 
been had the position of 
affairs been known. Upon this point 
the Times is significantly silent. It en- 
deavors now to convey the impression 
that its admission that had tho road 
been built tho land grant would havo 
been unobjectionable. It referred to the 
grant in the " original form," but it. for- 
got to qualify the statement in that way 
when it made it. How was 
it that this watchdog of the 
public interests never discoverel the 
"iniquity "of the transaction until it 
was pointed out by Hon. Mr. Blair? It 
was on tho ground and if it knew, as it 
apparently professes to have known 
that the Act of 1891 was as it is, should it 
not have raised a warning voice before? 
Its delinquency in this reaped is re- 
markable, in view of itB present attitude.

Everyone who has lived any length of 
time in this or any of the newer pro- 
vinces of the Dominion must have 
noticed that there has been, even among 
intelligent people in Great Britain, a 
great want of knowledgo of tho condi- 
tions of i if e in Canada.

Aid. Humphrey Again Objects 
the City Engineer's Report 
of Last Week. 



When the city council assembled iast 
night, Aid. Humphrey roae to a ques- 
tion of privilege and, referring to the 
City Engineer's report of last week, said 
that Mr. Wilmot had used his privilege 
of reporting to the council to create a 
prejudice against the Alderman. In re- 
gard to Lansdowne road bridge Aid. 
Humphrey repeated his remarks of last 
week to the ell'ect that last year's com- 
mittee did not change the engineer's 
plan, but had only carried out so much 
of it as they could pay for. The engineer 
should have used precautions to prevent 
teams from getting on this bridge, and 
should any accident have happened it 
would have been the engineers fault. 
Aid. Humphrey concluded by asking tor 
the iullest investigation at the hands of 
any unprejudiced person. 

The communications read at the meet- 
ing were few. One was a claims for .$35 
by R. Humber on account of damage 
alleged to be caused at the new Leiser 
block by water overflowing from a 
blocked drain. This was referred to the 
streets committee to roport. Another 
complaint- received was from Robert 
Croft of the nuisance caused by stone 
breaking on Kane street. The City En- 
gineer was given power to act in this 
last matter. 

A request for an electric light at the 
corner of Sayward avenue and North 
road was referred to the electric light 
committee. 

Aed. Cameron's suggestion was car- 
ried, requesting the returning officer at 
the coming civic elections to arrange so 
that the voter should he separated from 
the general public while marking and 
casting his ballot. Tho motion by the 
same alderman was carried, asking for 
for an estimate for a city map scaled 200 
feet to the inch, with the assessed value 
of the pronerty marked on each lot. 

In connection with the street commit- 
tee's weekly roport Aid. Partridge sug- 
gested that a new sidewalk be laid on 
the lower and south side of Yates street. 

Several of the annual reports for the 
vear being received from various depart- 
ments, Aid. Cameron proposed " boiling 
them down." Other aldermen thought 
that the public would l>e disappointed if 
the reports were not as lengthy rb in 
previous years, but Aid. Cameron's mo- 
tion was carried finally to refer the re- 
ports to the printing committee to 
epitomize. 

In their annual report the electric 
ght committee explained that want of 
funds hindered them from carrying out 
tho suggestions made by the superin- 
tendent in his report for 1805, when he 
suggested that $5,000 be laid out in im- 
proving the lighting system. From lack 
of dynamo power the committee were 
unable to comply with the numerous re- 
uests made for "additional lights. 

The building committee handed in his 
annual report, the figures being tho same 
as published in the Colonist New Year's 
number. 

In the chief of police's report atten- 
tion was called to the necessity of pro- 
viding some place where youthful of- 
fenders could be kept, there being no 
provincial reformatory. A boiler for 
cleansing purposes was also suggested. 

The amount of receipts for the year at 
the market was $1,148.10; Mr. Johnson, 
the market superintendent, in his re- 
port suggesting that some sheds should 
be erected for farmers' horses. 

The park superintendent in bia report 
recommended that dogs he kept out of 
the park or that the ponds be fenced. 

Chief Deasy'a report of tho (ire depart- 
ment pointed out that Victoria's losses 
by fire in the year were tho light- 
est on the Coast. More men at 
the the engine houses were needed, 
however, and the chief renewed 
Mb recommendation to change tho de- 
partment to a fully paid one and to do 
away with call men. He recommends 
the extension of the (ire alarm system to 
Oaklands, that a small lire hall he built 
in Victoria West, that a light ladder 
truck be purchased and another engine; 
also that a few more alarm boxes unci 
hydrants bo put in and that attention be 
paid towards giving more pressure at 
hydrants. 

Fietv dollar fines were the rule in the 
police court yesterday, this being the 
penalty imposed in the fan tan cases of 
New Year's morning, with an alterna- 
tive of two months imprisonment. Wm. 
Herman, on remand for aggravated as- 
sault, was given two months jail with a 
fine of $25 in addition.

SEIZED BY THE SHERIFF. 

Freeman, the " Workinginan's Friend," Re- 
ported Sick in Santa Barbara, 
California. 

Henry Herman Freeman, "the work- 
ingman's friend," as the words on his 
signboard ran, left Victoria some daya 
ago for California, and his store is now 
in charge of the sheriff, who seized the 
stock of clothing, furnishings and jew- 
elry to satisfy a judgment of Lenz ec 
Leiser for :J5, l J72. Freeman came to Vic- 
toria about two years ago and started in 
business as a clothier and gentlemen's 
furnisher, sellintr at bo low a price that 
ho seemed to dely competition. Conse- 
quently he did a rushing business. Then 
a few days before Christmas he left by 
the steamer for California for the bene- 
fit of his health, and is now said to 
be seriously ill at. Santa Barbara. 
Lenz & Leiser, to whom Free- 
man owed something like $13,000, 
obtained a judgment against him 
and placed the sheriff in possession at 
once, and in consequence the sale to 
satisfy tho claim is to take place on 
Thursday. There are a number of other 
creditora, however, who did not move 
quickly enough to serve their summons 
on Freeman before ho left and it is said 
that the liabilities of these others aggre- 
gate from $3,000 to $0,000. The stock 
will not even cover Messrs. Lenz & 
Leiser's claim, for the inventory shows 
only $4,325.15 of goods in the store. 
Yesterday Messrs. Turner, Beeton & Co. 
entered suit for $7S3, the amount of their 
claim against Freeman, and other cred- 
itors will likely follow suit. The amount 
of each individual claim is not known, 
but among the creditors are the First 
National Bank, Seattle, Carl Lowenberg 
and Charles Phillips.

Registration of the British Ship 
" Fort George " at Victoria 
-The Latest Charters. 



Though the pilots have been looking 
for the R.M.S. Miowera ever since Sat- 
urday evening, the arrival of the Aus- 
tralian liner at five o'clock last evening 
was a surprise to many people, who hav- 
ing heard that 8ho was four or fivo days 
late in leaving Sydney, N.S.W., did not 
expect her until to-morrow or Thurs- 
day. The delay in departure from the 
other Bide was only two days, however, 
and the voyage across occupied but little 
more than the usual time, bad weather 
experienced, particularlv after leaving 
Suva, tho Fijian capital, having some- 
what, but not seriously, retarded her 
progress. 

Tlie steamship stood well out of the 
water when she arrived, but notwith 
standing this she carried all the freight 
her hold could receive. Her cargo was 
composed largely of Wool, and it was be 
cause of this that she appeared to be 
light. For Victoria she brought no 
more than the ordinary consignments, 
these being all discharged and the ship 
away to Vancouver by 10 o'clock. In 
spea'king of the trip Purser Humphrey 
said the weather was anything but fine, 
from Suva to Honolulu strong N. E. 
trade increasing to fresh gales with 
heavy head seas having been encoun- 
tered. From Honolulu here southerly 
winds, stiffening at times to gales, al- 
ways accompanied by a hazy atmos- 
phere, were experienced. On Dec. -3 
in lat. 3K N. and long. 107££ W. the 
companion ship on the lino was sighted 
bound south. For this season of the 
year the Bteamer had a fair complement 
of passengers, and among the company 
is a star family of performers 
and acrobats whose exhibitions 
in the Australasian colonies created 
great interest at every place visited.

CANADA'S RESOURCES. 

Sir Charles Tupper Interviewed While in 
London on Dominion Prospects 
and Facilities. 

In the course of an extended inter- 
view published in the Citizen, of Lon- 
don, England, on tho 12th ultimo, the 
Conservative leader is thus reported to 
have expressed himself in regard to sev 
eral subjects of especial interest to this 
province as well as to the Dominion at 
large. The following are extracts from 
that paper: 

" What about the line between Can- 
ada and Australia? " 

" That is a most valuable line, and one 
of the most important services it is per 
forming to-day iB to carry Canadian 
wheat to Australia to Bupply the defi- 
ciency of the wheat crop in tho southern 
colonies. It has been the means of 
establishing a most important trade be- 
tween Australia and Canada, which will 
be greatly increased when we get the new 
fast line of steamers between the United 
Kingdom and the Dominion." 

"And now, Sir Charles, with regard 
to the grand Canadian Dominion, of 
which you are so distinguished a repre- 
sentative, what, may I ask, were the 
prospects when you left? " 

" Canada, as "you know, occupies as 
large a portion of the continent of North 
America as does the United States — that 
is to say, the country lying to the south. 
I do not, of course, take in Alaska to the 
north, as that is practically a desert 
The climate is everything that can he 
desired for European colonization ; in 
fact, there is no more healthy or in- 
vigorating climate in the world. Its re- 
sources are simply boundless and inex- 
haustible. Its fisheries are unequalled, 
its forests rival anything that can be 
found in any part of the world — more 
timber and lumber coming out of the 
river Ottawa than any other river in the 
world, and the United States are becom- 
ing so dependent upon the forests of Cana- 
da that they have been' obliged, in the in- 
terestsof their own p3ople, to takeoff the 
duty formerly imposed. The agricultural 
resources of Canada are simply enor- 
mouB; the provinces of Manitoba and 
the Northwest produced as much wheat 
last year as the whole of England. It 
may be regarded as a demonstrated fact 
that capital and population could be 
thrown into Canada sufficient to enable 
it to provide all the bread and meat 
which this country requires to import. 
Its mineral wealth is at this moment at- 
tracting the attention of the world ; coal 
of the finest bituminous quality is found 
in enormous quantities both on the At 
lantic and Pacific coasts — there is none 
in the United States— and gold is found 
in every province in the Dominion. In 
Nova Scotia, on the Eainy river in On- 
tario, and in Manitoba great discover 
ies have been made, and important 
developments are talcing place. In Brit- 
ish Columbia the output of gold, silver 
and copper within the paBt twelve 
months is represented by a great many 
millions of dollars, and yet it ie quite 
evident that these discoveries are only 
in their infancy. The Le Eoi minealoue, 
at Eoasland, in British Columbia, opened 
out a little more than a year ago, has al- 
ready paid a quarter of a million of dol- 
lars in dividends, and this is only one of 
a number that aro being profitably 
work ;d. Then, again, the world is at 
present dependent upon the nickel mines 
in Sudbury, Ontario, and New Caledo 
ilia (or the entire supply of that import- 
ant metal. All the warships of the 
United States have been armor-plated 
with nickel steel from the Sudbury mines 
in Ontario. 

" What about the proposed now fast 
Atlantic steamship service between the 
mother country ami Canada? " 

" Aa you are doubtless aware, the Im- 
perial government and the Canadian 
government joined in providing a sub- 
sidy of £00,000 a year for ten years for 
the purpose of placing three steamers on 
the line between Vancouver, Yokohama 
and Hongkong. These steamers were 
built by the Naval Construction Com 
pany under Admiralty supervision, am 
are therefore subject to the call of the 
Imperial government as royal naval re 
servo cruisers in case of any emergency. 
The parliament of Canada has pro 
vided .£150,000 Hterling for a fast 
line of steamers between a port 
in the United Kindom and Quebec 
in summer, and Halifax in winter, the 
Imperial parliament having agreed to 
contribute £75,000 a year. These steam- 
ers aro to be of the class of the Teutonic 
and Majestic of tlie White Star line, and 
are to be built under Admiralty super- 
vision so that they may take on at a mo- 
ment's notice the necessary armaments 
to form Royal Naval Reserve cruisers." 

" I understand that such a service 
would bring even New York within eas 
ier distance than it is to-day?" 

" That is bo. Canada being GOO miles 
nearer this country than Now Yor 
would enable us to deliver mails 
and passengers in that city quick- 
er than by any direct lino' now 
existing. Such a service would also bring 
Quebec, Montreal, Toronto, and all the 
Western States very much nearer to 
this country than they are now, and by 
meanB of the great transcontinental 
line of railway across from Montreal to 
Vancouver such a line would apprecia- 
bly lessen the distance between Europe, 
Japan, China, and Australasia. We are 
now able to deliver letters from Yoko 
hama in London by the Canadian Paci 
fie railway and steamers in one half of 
the time required by the Suez canal, the 
next shortest route, which is a most 
Btriking instance of the value of the pro 
' new service."

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" 'OVERLAND TO CARIBOO." 



Reminiscences oF the Experinnrp (if the 
Pioneers of British Columbia. 

Those who have read the celebrated 
account of Lewis and Clark's expedition 
across the continent about ninety years 
ago, as narrated by these two intrepid 
explorers; or the still more graphic story 
by Washington Irvingof the founding of 
Astoria several years later, will have a 
vivid recollection of the difficulties and 
dangers incident to two Eiich heroic ex- 
peditions. If we except the journey of 
Sir Alexander Mackenzie from Montreal 
to the Pacific ocean, which he reached in 
1793, the iibove are the most noted of all 
the overland journeys on the North 
American continent. Of course, 
going farther back we have the 
journeys of Eadisson, La Salle 
the Yendredyers and others which 
have become classic in our history. We 
have also thoBO of Zebulon Pike, Fre- 
mont, Rae, Simpson and scores more, 
all worthy of the high place in our N ad- 
miration that has been accorded them. 
These matters are all part of our own 
history, because in the time which in- 
cludes the brave and fearless- voyageura 
referred to the great West was practic- 
ally one vaBt terra incognita, much more 
than half a mighty continent in extent. 
The knowledge sve have at the present 
day, the development which has taken 
place, and all the advantages we enjoy 
in happy western homes were only pos- 
sible by the efforts of such men, who, in- 
spired by the love of adventure and big 
with enterprise, took their lives and 
their fortunes in their hands and launch- 
ed into perils, hardships and sufferings 
the nature and extent of which we ai 
the present time but faintly conceive. 

As we have already intimated, the 
lives of these men are part of our own 
history, their glory is ours and the fruits 
of their labor wo enjoy. The history of 
the West is a vast storehouse of remin- 
iscences of their deeds and is replete 
with romantic and picturesque incident. 
It is also a Htoryof stern realities, of toil- 
ing and endurance, heroic Buffering, and 
patient'plodding. It pages are bright 
with the halo with which a Feniraore 
Cooper or an Irving can illumine them, 
hut they are also rendered sacred by the 
lives of the pioneers, who, though hum- 
bly performing their part, are immor- 
talized in the attainments of to-day, 
which alone were possible through them. 

Impressed by considerations such as 
these it is with pleasure that we And on 
the table an attractive little volume en- 
titled "Overland to Cariboo," being the 
account of an eventful journey of Cana- 
dian pioneers to the cold fields of Brit- 
ish Columbia in 1SG2, by Margaret Mc- 
Naughton, wife of one of the pioneers. 
It adds another to the list of volumes 
dealing peculiarly with local history, 
and chronicles the incidents of another 
overland journey which heretofore has 
lacked a historian; and, as such, is a 
welcome addition to local literature. The 
book contains about 175 pages, is liber- 
ally supplied with not too hackneyed 
illustrations, and is well printed. The 
narrative is plainly told and whilo 
lacking ornate treatment will afford 
not only interesting and instructive 
reading but valuable material for the 
future historian when he comes to deal 
as compiehensively with the West as 
Parkman did with the old French period 
of Eastern Canada. It supplies an im- 
portant link, and written as it is by the 
wife of one of the voyageurs, whose ex- 
periences are recorded, and by one who 
had the opportunity of ascertaining from 
other living survivors and from diaries 
all the facts worthy of note, it will pos- 
sess an undoubted authenticity. The 
value of such a work, not aspiring to 
literary effect, depends upon its absolute 
reliability, and while we cannot our- 
selves put Mrs. MeNaughton's book to 
such a test we assume it will stand it 
successfully. 

In view of the fact that many of our 
readers are familiar with the main facts 
of the " Overland Expedition of 1S62," 
it is unnecessary to give a resume of the 
contents of the volume before us ; and 
moreover they are so pregnant with in- 
terest to British Columbians and con- 
tain so many details as to render it im- 
possible to do justice to the author in a 
single article of ordinary length. The 
principal actors described in the narra- 
tive are men with whom we have a liv- 
ing acquaintance or of whom we have all 
heard, such as the late Thomas Mc- 
Micking, New Westminster; Archibald 
MeNaughton, Quesnelle Mouth; John 
Bowron,gold commissioner, Barkf ville; 
(j. C.Tunstall, government agent, Kain- 
loops ; John Fannin, curator of the pro- 
vincial museum; J. A.Mara, ex-M.P., 
Kamloopa; William and A. ti. Fortune, 
both well known and prominent residents 
of Yale district, and It. B. McMieking. 
We should have been interested to have 
a complete list of the members of that 
expedition, which will ever remain mem- 
orable in our annals, but perhaps that 
was not available. We think also it 
would have been an improvement if 
some of the very interesting and rare 
views contained in the book, evidently 
taken from indistinct photographs, had 
been' redrawn for the engraver. The 
character ol the illustrations is an 
element in the art of book-making, which 
is very important, and is too often over- 
looked. It adds, no doubt, to the ex- 
pense to improve the plates, but it also 
increases the value, and as the book 
grows older, it is one of the features 
which determine the demand for it. 
l : 40n the whole Mrs. McNaugliton is to 
be congratulated on her pluck and enter- 
prise, and in no small degree her liter- 
ary efforts, The collection and presen- 
tation of our local history in the imper- 
ishable book form are to be commended 
and encouraged, and are among the 
things, we are pleased to observe, to 
which Canadians are beginning to turn 
their attention. A decided impetus has 
of late been given to literature of a dis- 
tinctively Canadian type, in which is 
being embalmed our local history and 
other traditions, and in which the con- 
ditions of pioneer life are described and 
the individualities of our people are tak- 
ing a character and a place. It iB one ol 
the indications of the development of a 
national sentiment and a patriotism to 
the inlluence of which Maoaulay ascribes 
the greatness of the British Empire her- 
self.

Detectives Arrive in Victoria, on the 
Trail of a Fiend in Human 
For ni. 



No Fewer Than Fourteen Murders 
Laid to His Score During 
Recent Mouths. 



Prospecting- Partners With Small 
Capital Lured to the Wilder- 
ness and Death.

All unaware of the retribution that 
awaits his arrival there, Frank Harwood, 
alias Butler, alias S. Burgess, alias 
Simpson, alias Clare, alias Lee Weiler, 
is tl.aly drawing nearer and nearer to 
San Francisco in the guise of an honest 
sailor of the crew of the four-maBter 
Swanbilda, which left Newcastle, N.S.W., 
on November 27, coal laden for the Cali 
fornia city. Detective Mellattieand Con 
stable M. A. Conroy of the New South 
Wales government police, arrived here 
by the Miowera yesterday afternoon and 
left last evening overland for the Bay 
City. There they will be joined by a third 
colonial police otlicer who is coming to 
America, via London, with requisitions 
from the British Foreign Office for the 
arrest of the arch-murderer. The trio 
will, unless exceptionally favorably 
windsgive the Swanhilda a fant passage, 
have several weeks of waiting — but there 
seems little likelihood that the fiend in 
human form for whom they are in search 
will have either desire or opportunity to 
defeat their plana for ins apprehension 
In the first place no suspicion restet 
upon him when he sailed from the 
southern port; in the second he fancies 
himself secure under the name and dis- 
guise of one of his latest victims— Cap 
tain Lee Weiler. 

Harwood or Butler, the latter is gen- 
erally supposed to his correct name, is 
without doubt the most deeperate homi 
cide to horrify the public with his deeds 
of blood since "Jack the Ripper "closed 
hiB terrible career among the wretched 
habitues of London's Whiteehapel. He 
has not, like the Ripper, the possible ex- 
cuse that insanity affords — each of his 
long series of crimes appears to have 
been committed for a few paltry dollar! 
and conscience with him was an un- 
known quantity. In fact, Butler has 
been making a business of murder 
his method being in brief to 
advertise in the daily papers for 
a partner to engage in prospect- 
ing in a richly mineralized district, 
making the stipulation that the victim 
" must have £10 capital." Of course 
many poor fellows fell into the snare, 
entered into partnership with the fiend, 
with him went out into the wilderness 
to search for gold — and never returned 
The bodied of several have been found 
during tin' past fnw weeks and linking 
together the fragments of evidence in 
their possession the police make the 
astounding announcement that one by 
one Butlertook his fated companions into 
the gold fields, waited in somecases until, 
under his direction, they had actually 
digged the trenches that were to serve 
as their own rude graves, and were then 
Bhot, robbed of their small savings and 
hastily buried — their assassin immedi- 
ately returning to the centres of jiopula- 
tion to find another victim. 

Three different and distinct cases of 
cold-blooded assassination have, it is 
said, been by incontrovertible circum- 
stancial evidence brought home to 
Butler; while his trail of blood leads 
'from New South Wales to the reef of 
Western Australia, where in Ooolgardie 
and otiier camps he is more than supect- 
ed of similar deliberate killings. The 
list of missing men with whose disap- 
pearance from among their friendE lie is 
known or witli substantial cause be 
iieved have been identified, totais four- 
teen. 

Suspicion was notaroused until a week 
or ten days after Butler had started for 
America. Interest ii. the extraordinary- 
case spread quickly, however, and dur- 
ing the weekending December 12 scarcely 
aught elee waa talked of throughout 
New South Wales than the fate of two 
men who a few weeks before were known 
to have accompanied Butler into the 
Blue Mountains, ostensibly on a pros 
pecting search — and who of course bat 
disappeared as completely as though tin 
earth had swallowed them up. The 
three did not form one party, 
but many days: elapsed between 
the time when Butler was first seen in 
company with Captain Lee Weiler, and 
the times when he was seen with a young 
man named Preston, these being Butler's 
two latest victims. The disappearance 
of Lee Weiler occasioned considerable 
anxiety amongst his friends in Sydney, 
for he was a favorite in a large circle of 
acquaintances. It was reported to the 
polico that three weeks prior to the 21st 
November, Lee Weiler, a sea captain, 
had answered an advertisement for a 
mate to go prospecting, and in reply to 
his letter had been requested to meet the 
advertiser at the Metropolitan hotel, 
Belmore Park, the result being that the 
two men left a day or so after for 
Glenbrook, where they were to com- 
mence operations. Weiler left Sydney in 
possession of plenty of cash, and a box 
which contained a considerable quantity 
of jewelry. 

The police immediately instituted a 
search in the neighborhood of Glen- 
brook, and in the course of their inves- 
tigations came across the remains of a 
camp, and on a log near by found an old 
pair of trousers and a pair of under- 
pants. The former were marked 
"F. H." 

They next found the remains of a 
camp liro and in examining the ashes 
unearthed a portion of a good morocco 
pocketbonk, satin lined, with an ivory 
tablet. On the outside cover were the 1 



inainder of the name was burned away 
On leaving Sydney, it bad previously- 
been ascertained, a friend of Captain 
Weiler bad presented him with a pocket- 
book bearing the giver's name, R. A. 
Luckham. A small sketch was also 
found showing the position of the roads 
to the lagoon, the camp, and a small 
mysterious cross as well. 

What was at lirst thought might prove 
only a moat trivial matter became im- 
portant on the discovery of the articles 
belonging to Captain Weiler, and the 
excitement on the part of the inhabi- 
tants, of Glenbrook, Penrith and other 
townships in the neighborhood became 
so strong that on the Sunday, November 
29, large numbers of citizens turned out 
to aid in the search. In the meantime 
rumors got abroad that two other men 
were miBsing and the anxiety became 
intense. Every well and shaftand other 
likely place of concealment about 
Glenbrook, Linden and Numan- 
tia were thoroughly searched. A 
few articles of clothing which 
proved to have belonged to one or other 
of the missing men were picked up here 
and there, until no shadow of doubt re- 
mained that an awful tragedy had been 
enacted. Detectives and police were 
sent up from Sydney, and the immense 
gullies and gorges of the Eastern Blue 
mountains were subjected to the most 
thorough possible search, the Bearchers 
crossing one gully after another over an 
almost impassable country, in a cordon, 
each about twenty feet apart from the 
next. Day after day the manoeuvres 
were kept up, and the police were 
about to give the whole thing up 
in despair when one of their 
number, Delaney, noticed one or 
two bite of clay lying about 
near a precipitous rock, and after 
making a diligent search he came across 
what proved to be the body of the un- 
fortunate young man Preston. TIub was 
on Friday, the 4th December. On the 
following day the body of Captain Lee 
Weiler was discovered on the brow of a 
ridge leading to a gully a mile to the 
westward of Glenbrook. The discovery 
was made by J. J. Wood, an old resi- 
dent of the district, and C.C. Champion. 
The circumstances surrounding the find 
show that it was due not so 
much to chance as to careful 
and systematic search by a man 
who thoroughly knew the country, and 
who also had the advantage of having 
seen a man resembling Butler coming 
from the direction of that particular 
gully on the morning of Saturday, the 
olst October, with a gun or rifle on his 
left shoulder, and a tomahawk in his 
hand. He asked a neighbor why waa 
that man about, thinking it was a resi- 
dent; but ho received the reply that the 
man was one of two men camped close 
to the lagoon who were prospecting for 
gold. Mr. Wood answered that tliey 
must be newchuma at the game, and 
thought no further about the matter. 

Mr. Wood determined that with Cham- 
pion and a couple of dogs he would 
search the gullies back of his house, and 
instead of running up towards Spring- 
wood, follow them down toward the 
plains. Striking firBt the gully behind 
the house about a mile on the Spring- 
wood side he followed it carefully dowu, 
with Champion just below him, noting 
everything. After half an hour's work, 
Wood noticed some logs lying under a 
shallow cave. Their peculiar situation, 
apparently placed there by design, at 
oneo attracted his notice, so be called 
Champion, and the two removed the 
timber. Three iogp were placed length- 
wise about three feet, and across them 
waa lying another log, all being of. a 
diameter of twO-and-a-half inches or 
thereabouts. They then tried the 
ground with their sticks, and found it 
very soft, but at the first two 
trials detected no smell. Then a third 
prod right in the centre of the soft 
earth, brought up against a soft sub- 
stance which yielded, but through which 
t io Btick would not penetrate. Then, 
bringing the sticks forth, a most pro- 
n mnced odor was apparent. At once re- 
alising that he hi d found a body, Wood 
loft his companion to guard the rock 
while he went for Detective McLean. 
McLean was soon on his heels, and 
through the whole district the news 
spread like wildfire. It waa wonderful 
how men three or four milea away came 
to hear of the discovery, and before Mc- 
Lean bad time to properly examine the 
locality there were fully 100 persons 
round the spot. The situation of the 
grave waa similar to that of the grave of 
Preston at Linden, under a ledge of 
rock with a sandy base easy to dig. Mr. 
Wood described it aa having been very 
fairly bidden, the soil having been care- 
fully scraped over it; but the murderer 
had hidden the grave with too much 
care. The burial place of Lee Weiler is 
just off a beaten and well-defined track, 
as was that of Preston. A road fit for 
a buggy led to within ten yards of it, 
and the continuation of that a track 
which leads to a awimming hole which 
passes within ten yards of the grave. At 
Linden the murder was committed in a 
lonely and unfrequented spot, where no- 
body ventured once in 12 months. Here 
the crimo was committed within a mile 
of half a dozen houses, and within a few 
yards ol a path, which, for a country place, 
is much frequented. For coolness and 
audacity it could not be excelled. How 
the man could have the nerve to coolly 
bury the body in so exposed a place in 
open daylight iB beyond explanation. 

Toward the beginning of the week of 
excitement in connection with the dis- 
appearance of Preston and Captain Lee 
Weiler there was picked up on the shores 
of the lagoon near the camp which Wei- 
ler and Butler had made, a piece of paper 
with tracings and writing on it, evi-

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dently being meant for a plan. The 
lagoon was marked, and the road lead- 
ing to it from the station, as well as the 
position of the main Western road, were 
indicated, while just above the lagoon 
was a cross. It had been considered 
that this waa a plan made by Butler or 
Captain Lee Weiler for some purpose 
which was not at all evident. By some 
it waa supposed to have been made by 
Butler as a guide to the place where he 
had disposed of the body or of some 
other thing, and that the corpse would 
be found not far away. But generally it 
wbb believed that the murderer would 
hardly make a plan of the scene of 
tho murder and then leave it 
lying about, so that what it had 
to do with the case was beyond sup- 
position. 

The information, however, received by 
Detective McLean placed the maker of 
the plan and its object beyond doubt. 
Butler had made it for a tramp named 
Peter Farrell, apparently to do him a 
good turn, but in reality to throw sus- 
picion of a foul murder on an innocent 
and unfortunate man. Butler on the 
31st October, the day of the murder, 
about 1 :30 p.m., saw Farrell on the Emu 
Plains Recreation Reserve. He asked 
him if he was hard up, and he replied, 
" Yes.'' Butler gave iiiui a " bite and a 
sup" and then said, " If you go to the 
lagoon at Glenbrook I have left a camp 
there, where you can obtain some 
clothes and provisions; you can also 
take the tent ii you like. Here, I will 
make you a sketch of the place." 

Farrell hesitated a moment and aug- 
geated that perhaps Butler's mute, for 
prospectors usually hunt in couples in 
this district, might have use for it. "Oh, 
no, he won't," Butler replied, laughing 
as he said the words. Tho tramp took 
the sketch, proceeded to the spot along 
the railway line, and on arrival found 
some clothes, which have since been 
identified aa those of Captain Lee Weiler, 
and a few provisions. Butler evidently 
intended that if his crime should be dis- 
covered these things should be traced to 
another and suspicion thereby be divert- 
ed from himself. 

In exhuming Captain Weller'a body 
it waa found that it was doubled for- 
ward on face and bands, as though it 
had tumbled forward from the end of 
and into the grave. The location of the 
bullet wound, in the back of the head, 
leadH to the conclusion that Butler bad 
set his partner the task of digging a 
trench, waited until it was long enough 
and deep enough for his terrible pur- 
pose, and then shot him down as he 
worked upon his own grave. The cir 
camstantial evidence indicates that 
Preston was shot as he was go- 
ing for water, being subsequently 
dragged to hia place of burial by a rope 
fastened about bis neck. 

The inquest on the two bodies dis- 
closed many important Bcraps of evi- 
dence, all pointing to Butler as indis- 
putably guilty of both horrible crimes. 
Robert Payne, the waterman, who took 
Butler out to the Swanhilda, identified 
him positively by his photograph, which 
tho police had secured from a former 
landlord of the murderer — and told of 
his dropping out of his ship's bag a 
Gladstone which was the property of 
Captain Weiler, whoso life, money and 
name he had also stolen, and by means 
of whose papers as a master mariner he 
had secured a berth as guest on board 
the Swanhilda. The jurieB in both the 
Preston and the Weiler case returned 
verdicts of wilful murder ugainst Butler, 
and warrants for his arrest isBued forth- 
with. 

Twelve other men besides the two 
already found have disappeared under 
somewhat similar circumstances, the 
caso of one Lesah being particularly 
mentioned. It has also been stated that 
thero is at present at Bell, near Mount 
Victoria, a cart which was left there 
about eight weeks ago, and the owners 
of which have not again been heard of. 
This cart bears a resemblance to a 
vehicle which Mr. Pritchard described 
to the police hb having been driven past 
bis place some time ago. The cart con- 
tained two men, and one of thorn waa 
like the photograph of Butler. But un- 
less the polico receive definite informa- 
tion as to the men, their names, and 
their destinations, it is not likely that 
any active search will be made. For the 
present Detective McLean remains at 
Penrith. 

It is believed in Ballina that Butler is 
identical with an individual who visited 
Ballina last September, and formed a 
syndicate to work land at Bucca Creek. 
He allowed some rich specimens', and a 
man named Eales accompanied him on 
behalf of the syndicate to Bucca Creek, 
but being dissatisfied about matters Jhe 
returned to Ballina with the balance of 
the unexpended money. The polico at 
Parkes are endeavoring to trace Butler's 
movements in that district. He was 
thero in August with a young man 
known as Hector Fergusson, who has 
not since been heard of. Ac M udgee the 
polico are making inquiries into the 
movements of a couple of men who ar- 
rived about four months ago, ostensibly 
to go prospecting. Tho young man dis- 
appeared, and subsequently the other, 
who is suppoaed to have been Butler, 
left.

Three of the Financial Institutions of St.

St. Paul, Jan. 4, — The Germania and 
Allemania banks closed today and at 2 
o'clock the Westside bank, organized in 
188(i with a capital of if 100,000, closed its 
doors. The president, C. F. Staples, 
said that the bank cleared through the 
Allemania and had its clearings returned 
to-day because of the closing of that 
bank. This was but one of tlie causes 
that led to tho closing of the Westside 
bank, which suffered considerably from 
the general condition of financial affairs. 
Owing to the excitement caused by the 
closing of the Germania and AJleinetnia 
banks to-day, many depositors started 
after their money in one or two 
of the other banks, tho Minnesota 
Eavings bank being the centro of 
excitement. Tho cashier of tho bank, 
William liickle, iB a eon of tho first vice- 
president of the Allemania bank, and 
this fact seemed to turn the mindri of the 
people that way. The bank was open as 
usual for business at 2 p.m., but was 
taking advantage of the rule requiring 
sixty days notice before allowing the 
withdrawals of deposits. Public funds 
are on depbsit in ail three of the closed 
banks.
